2. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest the 
claimed method, apparatus and article of manufacture, comprising, among other 
limitations, novel and unobvious limitation of step/element for distributing parts of a split 
traffic flow to a plurality of nodes participating in a load balancing process for the traffic 
flow such that each participating node receives a corresponding part from a given node, 
then, in a manner as claimed, each node subsequently routes a portion of its received 
part of a destination node, structurally and functionally interconnected with other 
limitations in a manner as recited in claims 1-19.
